ed By First Slide. Entirely

Ellsworth Skaggs, aged 21, died 


from suffocation at the Sturm-Dil- 
lard gravel washer at 4:30 a. m. 
Monday when he was buried under 
a mound of gravel which fell on 
him when he was working ±0. a. pit 
at the gravel washer. Skaggs wag 
working with three other pitmen 
at one of the shovels when a slight 
slide of gravel buried him from his 
waist down. 


Fellow workers began to pull 


him from the gravel but he toid 
them to stop that his right leg was 
hurting him. It had been twisted 
when he was caught in the slide. 


When his would-be rescuers be- 


gan to dig him from the gravel, 
the entire mound began to slide 
and completely buried him. Tae 
other employes of the gravel wa- 
sher leaped to safety but Skaggs, 
unable to jump to safety, waa 
caught. 


Workmen frantically attempted 


to dig him out in time to save his 
life but when he was taken froji 
the gravel he was dead. 


If the youth could have stood 


the pain of his injured leg long 
enough for bis mates to have drag- 
ged bun to safety he would not 
rave been killed, but thinking that 
the gravel had ceased sliding, he 
was caught.

Land, Mount Markbam, Mount 
Christ-church, Queen Alexandria 
RfUDge, Queen Maud Range, Mount 
Njjuisen, Charles Bob Mountains, 
Marie Byrd Land, The Rockefeller 
Mountain^ Cape Colbeck, Alex- 
andra Mountains and King Ed- 
ward Land. 


-These, through the ages, have 
formed; |m [ immovable 
barrier 


against which the Antarctic winds 
have year after year flung the :ce 
pack which gathered and took 
forin out in the restless waters to 
the north. With- the coming of 
each new summer and the brief 
northward movement of the pack, 
much ice was always left behind. 
This alow but constant addition is 
what has formed the Ross Ice 
Field. Every twelvemonths the 
border of the "field has gone a lit- 
tle i northward, until now it ex- 
tends almost a half thousand miles 
outward from 
the 
mountains 


which fringe the Polar Plateau. 


, It is only ^ recently that explo- 


re.™ . have understood the true 
character of the field. Not so 
long ago they looked upon it as 
no more than an unusually size- 
able floe. They thought that, line 
all other floes they had seen, itj 
floated free upon, the sea. When- 
ever then venfured.'Upon it they 
went in : constant 'I apprehension 
l$at, like qtherj^oes/iit should go 
to pieces iinder^the stress of a 
atorm. 
£Xbis was the view of even, such 
cSfitemporary authorities as Scott 
and Shackletbn. It was not until 
Roald Amundsen put in months 
of painstaking investigation that 
the contrary was discovered to be 
true. Amundsen, checking 
his 


own findings with previously puz- 
zling observations of earlier ex- 
piorers was able to declare that 
hfft forerunners had been mistaken. 
"The field," he wrote, "' is in reali- 
ty firmly wedged upon the solid 
rock of some great,- immovable 
land." 


Amundsen's conclusion must 


have been a pleasant extra reas- 
surance to 
Commander Byrd on 


that day in early January, 192:), 
when he set 
about establishing 


himself and his Antarctic forces 
of sixty men in a permanent base 
after the greuling voyage down 
from Dunedin, New Zealand. For 
quiet and secure though the Bay 
of Whales was, by comparison 
with the region all around, it was 
so only by such comparison. Com- 
pared, on the other - hand, with 
sjuch an anchorage as the harbor 
of New York, or of New Orleans, 
it amounted to just about nothing 
at all. Seen from the City of New- 
York, even with 
the optimistic 


eyes of Byrd's force, it could have 
seemed no more than precarious 
niche in a wall of ice so high tha^ 
its crest towered over the ship's ' 
tallest spar.

Even at that they were not 


wholly secure. Their ships was 
far enough from the gleaming wall 
of ice to be in no jeopardy, but on 
more than one occasion, while tne 
ferrying of goods was going on, 
men all but lost their lives as a 
bit of the barrier 
unexpectedly 


gave way. Once thirty were with- 
in a foot of death because a great 
section of ice flaked off as they 
worked just back of it. It was just 
such an accident as this late in 
January which gave Commander 
Byrd the opportunity to save the 
life of Benjamin Roth, one of the 
aviation mechanics with the ex- 
pedition. Byrd went headlong in- 
to the sea when a piece of the bar- 
rier broke away and carried Rotn 
down with it. Only his swift ac- 
tion saved the life of Roth. Inci- 
dentally, it was only the prompt 
action of other men of the expedi- 
tion, in getting both Byrd and 
Roth into warm quarters, that 
kept both from pneumonia. 


It was a forbidding world into 


which Commander Byrd took nis 
men, 
in more ways than one. But 


for the novices of the party, at 
least, it was a world whose amaz- 
ing variety of interests far out- 
weighed its challenge. 
Above 


everything else, these new men, or 
for that matter all the men, were 
struck by their enviroment's be- 
wildering beauty. 


The common conception of Ant- 


arctica is of a dull dead white 
country. Beautiful, perhaps, if a 
monotonous blanched purity can 
make for beauty, but having a 
weary sameness in which ever di- 
rection the eye might turn. Th.2 
fact, however, is wholly to the con- 
trary. Antarctica is, in truth, ev- 
erything but white. It is a world 
of color intensely vivid. And tnis 
is so because the utter absence of 
dust allows the brightly shining 
sun to play upon ice and snow 
with well nigh unbelievable poly- 
chromatic effects. Consider this 
sunset, described by Sir Douglas 
Mawson in nia Home of the JJhz- 
zard, published by J. B. bippin- 
cott Company of Philadelphia. 


"The widening spaces of the >:e- 


nith," he writes, "are azure; and 
low in the north they are emerald. 
Scenic changes are swift. Above 
the mountain plateau a lofty arch 
of clear sky has risen, flanked by 
roseate clouds. 
Far down, the 


south is tinged with indigo and ul- 
tramarine, washed with royal pur- 
ple paling into cold violet and 
grayish blue. 


"Soon the north is unveiled. The 


liquid globe has departed but his 
glory remains. Down from the ze- 
nith his colors descend through 
greenish 
blue, yellowish green, 


straw yellow, light terra cotta, to 
a diffuse brick red: each reflected 
in the dull sheen of the freezing 
sea- Out on the infinite horizon 
float icebergs in a mirage of mo- 
bile gold. The Barrier is a wall 
of delicious pink overlaid by won- 
drous mauve. . . . " 


Azure. Emerald. Purple. Blue. 


Yellow, Green. 
And mobile Gold. 


It was in such a riot of color as 
this that the men who had sailed 
down in the City of New Tor* 
worked at times and considered it 
far more than casual compensa- 
tion for the risks they took in por- 
taging their goods from sea to 
shore.

TRY TO SAVE SHIP 


Despite the valiant efforts of 


the crew of the Tahiti to keep the 
ship afloat, the men at the pumps 
waged a losing battle to stop the 
leaks caused when the ship lost 
her propeller and tail shaft at a 
point about 500 miles southwest 
of Rarotonga, Cook Island. 


To the Ventura goes the credit 


for a thrilling dash through the 
South Sea and the rescue of those 
aboard the Tahiti. 
When the 


stricken ship flashed 
a 
distress 


signal, the Ventura was hundreds 
of miles away. 


It was then she began her epic 


dash toward the foundenng ves- 
sel. 
Under force drought she 


cleaved through the unchartered 
and 
dangerous waters 
of the 


South' Seas and arrived at the side 
of the Tahiti hours before she was 
expected. 


Subsequent developments show- 


ed that the captain of the Ventura 
did not risk his own ship in vain. 
While the Ventura was cleaving 
through the waters at top speed, 
the crew of the Tahiti was wagr- 
ing^a grim fight to keep the ship 
afloat. At times it appeared as 
if the crew was staging a winning 
fight—at others it seemed as if 
the ship could not be saved. 


Twice before the arrival of the 


Norwegian steamer, the Captain 
of the Tahiti issued 
orders 
to 


abandon ship. Each time actual 
abandonment was delayed when 
the crew momentarily 
stemmed 


the inrushing waters.

HORSE DOCTOR 


COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 19—It's 


a mistake to think or the veterin- 
arian as primarily a "horse doctor' 
or that the horse is on his way to 
oblivion, according to a pamphlet 
on "The Veterinary 
Profession," 


just issued by Ohio State Univer- 
sity. 


The veterianarian, the booklet 


points out, "is most ultimately re- 
lated" to the nation's §10,000,000 
livestock industry. His major job 
is to safeguard it from disease and 
injury and to help reduce the an- 
nual loss of 
$300^000,000 
from 


deaths of domestic animals. 


There is a false impression, the 


booklet adds, as to the effect of 
thp use of automobiles, 
trucks 


and tractors on the demand for 
veterinary service. 
Actually, 
it 


asserts, the profession of veterin- 
ary medicine is less crowded than 
others, the demand for 
trained 


veterinarians is greater than the 
supply, there is a growing need 
for trained men land the number 
of horses is greater than ever. 


Many businesses are finding, the 


pamphlet "says, that motor ve- 
hicles, ^especially for short hauls 
with frequent stops, are not. as 
economical as horsepower. Many 
farmers, it adds, have found that 
tractors are too expensive in pro-J 
portion to the extent of their oper- 
ations and are using more horses 


Veterinarians are now concerned 


largely with other domestic ani- 
mals than the horse, the booklet» 
explains and many communities l 
have no competent veterinarian. | 
Veterinarians in private practice 
earn as much as $25,000 a year. 
Ohio State, which offers a four- 
year course in veterinary medicine 
has one of the largest vetennary 
colleges in North America. Cop- 
ies of the phamplet can be had on 
request.

Feeder cattle on the Chicago 


market are lower in price than lor 
any year, except 1921. since the 
war, declares L. P. McCann, beef 
cattle specialist for the Ohio State 
University. 


His mind on the low price of fi- 


nished cattle on this same market, 
a farmer easily may overlook that 


j feeder cattle prices are following' 
| the prices for the other, says Mc- 
Cann. Because of the low price \ 
of finished cattle, and in spite of 
the low price of feeders, 38 per 
cent 
fewer cattle were shipped 


from the Chicago market in July 
to be fed for finishing than lor 
the same month a year ago. 


This slow movement of feeder 


cattle is due also, says McCann, to ' 


the relatively poor pastures in 
many parts of the corn belt. For 
this reason, those farmers 
who 


have ample pasture land for feed- 
ing of beef cattle during the bal- 
ance of this summer, have an op- 
portunity to buy low and sell high- 
er, in his opinion.

Ohio's hay crop is 32 per cent 


under average while the crop for 
the United States is but 11 per 
cent under normal, according1 to 
federal crop reports available to 
the department of rural economics 
at the Ohio State University. 


For Ohio this '. year's crop uf 


three million tons is the smallest 
since 1911. 'Last year's crop, the 
third largest on record in Ohio, 
was five million tons. The crop 
this year is 58 per cent as large as 
for that of last year, according to 
federal crop estimators. 
The esti- 


mates are for the condition of the 
crop at August 1. 


For the United States the crop 


is set at 95 million tons for this 
year, or 12 mfllion tons less than 
an average crop and 19 million 
tons less than the bumper crop of 
1929. 
The crop last year was the 


second largest for the United 
States in the history of crop re- 
porting. 


Although the hay shortage in 


some 
sections of Ohio is acute, 


other sections are amply suppli-jd 
with hay, according to the report. 
Because the crop in 1929 was so 
huge and the price therefore so 
low, little hay was sold from Ohio 
farms, and much hay was carrisd 
over in stacks and in barns, the 
department explains. 
' Latest reports from western hay 
markets quote good alfalfa hay at 
$18 to $20 a ton, to which is add- 
ed a. normal freight rate of $10 cr
